A Generally Uneventful Day.

employed Mr- Botsford replied that such 
was the case. Mr. Barry said very little 
else and left. A majority ot the strikers 
seem to rejoice over the resolutions against 
the Knights of Labor thai; have been 
adopted by the packers. "I thintowe were 
wrong when th,is last strike was ordered," 
said one of the leaders toarepoiter, to- 
day, "but the packers by their outlawry 
resolutions have put us in the right. Yes- 
tei day tlie General Assembly of Knights 
could not consistently take up our fight.

Texas Stockmen Killed in Mexico. 


SAN AKTOSIO, Texas. Hewlitt Grcner,

tened to the opening lecture of the Central 
Club course is to be taken as an indication, 
then the lectures this season are surely to 
be phenomenally successful a'3 far as finan- 
ces are concerned, while the array of 
speakers and topics announced places their 
success in this particular regard beyond 
question. Last night the large auditorium 
of the churcn w as completely filled with 
the finest class of our citizens. At eight' 
o'clock Eev. Dr. Field made very brief 
opening remarks announcing the next lec- 
ture and then introducing in his usual 
pleasant manner the speaker of the even- 


t ing, Prof. John Fiske' of Cambridge, who 
spoke for about one hour and a half upon 
"Benedict Arnold." 
The lecturer said that had itf been asked 


in 1778 what American general in ability 
and personal good qualities stood next to 
Washington the answer nine times out of 
ten would have been Benedict Arnold. 
The earlier achievements of Arnold were 
briefly reviewed and a tribute paid to his 
bravery and endurance as illusttated in nis 
advance on Quebec. The speaker said 
that Washington regarded Ai nold as did 
Napoleon 
Marshal Ney. 
Arnold was 
irascible and domineering in temper, but 
yet he was at times ^mpulsively generous 
and capable of rare magnanimity. His re- 
lations with the common soldiers were al- 
ways of the most pleasant natuie and he 
won a place in their hearts which few oth- 
rs could ever possess. 


The summer and fall of 1780 were times 


when a man like Ai nold could riot but 
judge that the cause of American inde- 
pendence was hopeless. 
It never, looked 


more hopeless, but the old adage in regard 
to finding the darkest time just before 
dawn has seldom been so well illustrated. 
The condition of the money of the coun- 
tiy was simply horrible and the speaker in 
the most interesting manner told the story 
of this Continental curteucy, relating nu- 
merous amusing anecdotes concerning it. 
It was at the very depth of this despond- 
ency that the great black cloud of treason 
was discovered which would have shaken 
the foundations of the cause of libeltym! 
America and prevented 
independence. 
This was the treachery of Benedict Ai- 
nold. 
The speaker then went back to 1778 


when Arnold was placed in command of 
Philadelphia for the beginning o£ the harsh- 
ness of the people towards Arnold, which 
caused the feeling of revenge to be cre- 
ated in him. He spoke of the charges 
brought against General Ainold at vanous 
times, his trial and acquittal and his flntl 
gentle teprimand from Washington. Pre- 
viqps to this latter occurrence he had writ- 
ten to Sir Henry Clinton speaking of his 
desire to desert the American flag. But 
his project developed into something more 
than mere deseition. Pi of. Fiske then told 
how Arnold obtained command of West 
Point fr,oni Washington referred at length 
to the meeting of Andre with the traitor 
and.iheljformer's capture, fate and how it 
was! f-e Jawled. 
Ainora's escape to the British lines was 
related even to the minute details and 
his subsequent treatment both by British 
and Americans was dwelled upon. His 
last years were very sad and we can but 
deeply sympathize with him while not in 
the least underatiug bis crime. In closing 
ProfiJFiske told of Arnold's descendants 
and the fine position- in English society 
which they occupy. 
His remarks al- 


thoughP long were listened to attentively 
from beginning to end and warmly ap-

AN INTERESTING CASE- 
Two Hen Tried for Boycotting;. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Nov. 9. The trial of 


Councilman Wm. B. O'Keefe, .of Salem, . 
and Peter McGeough, of Lynn, for boy- 
cotting the leather firm of Chas. Harring- 
ton & Sons, the fist case ot the kind in 
Massachusetts, came up in the Superior 
Court ttifs morning. Chief Justice Brig- 
ham presided. Defendants are young men, 
and pleaded not guilty. District Attorney 
Bumpus, and Monlton & Ives, of Salem, 
for the government, and Gen. Butler and 
Frank L. Washburn, for defendants. At 
the beginning Butler moved to quash the 
indictment. Arguments for and against 
the motion were made by General Butler 
and District Attorney Bumpus, the latter 
citing many authorities in suppoit of his 
position.The motion to Quash Denied. 


Judge BrigBam said, substantially, it is 


a well established principle that every 
man has the right to choose his labor, and 
any interference is unlawful. Every man 
has the right to buy, sell and manufact- 
ure, provided te does so lawfully. The 
right ot the laborers to divorce his own 
labor is no more lawful than the right of 
the manufacturers to buy and use what- 
ever leather, he may choose, from whom 
he may choose, and aqy man who under- 
takes to prevent a manufacturer from 
buying or using goods interferes with his 
rights. It is equally , true that laborers 
have a right to combine and enhance the 
price of his labor. Sucbr mieht reduce the 
profits of employer. Manufacturers may 
combine to use machinery and the result 
be a reduction in the value of labor. 
These being the rights of both parties 


any man who undertakes to prevent a 
manufacturer from using material inter- 
feres with the rights of the manufactur- 
er, so that If a combipation of persons is 
made to defeat that right, it vis an ifnlaw- 
fnl combination. I think ther" means used 
to carry out the attempt unlawful, and we 
have here a conspiracy In a legal sense. 
The question is, what measures are lawful 
for the purpose of compassing that end? 
If the means employed were threats to in- 
jure a person or business, a combination- 
to use these means would be conspiracy. 
Judge Brlgham was In -doubt about the 
fifth coun£ as to whether .an In)ury to a 
man's business Is an injury to property. 
The indictment was read to defendants 
by Clerk Whitman.
